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at the order of President Johnson the aerial naval and artillery bombardment of North Vietnam stopped at 8 
o'clock this morning Eastern Standard Time the president announced the order to the nation 12 hours earlier 
and in it he disclosed that both the South Vietnamese and the Viet Cong are to be represented at the 
conference table when the peace talks resumed in Paris next Wednesday he also made it clear that if the 
bombing halt is to continue the demilitarized zone must be restored and the shelling of South Vietnam cities 
stopped this is how he explained his action this decision very closely conforms to the statements that | have 
made in the past concerning the bombings and cessation regards on August the 19th that the president said 
this administration does not intend to move further until it has good reasons to believe that the other side will 
intends seriously seriously to join us in the escalating the war and moving seriously toward peace the 
overriding consideration that governs us at this hour is the chance the opportunity we might have to save 
human lives save human lives on both sides of the conflict therefore | have concluded that we should see if 
they're acting in good faith we could be misled and we are prepared for such a contingency this afternoon 
Secretary of State Ross held a news conference at which she reinforced what the President 
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which she reinforced what the President had said and added indirectly and without naming names that the 
Soviet Union there is a responsibility for the future of the peace talks some governments and leading 
personalities have over many months undertaken to tell us that something good would happen if we would 
stop the bombing of North Vietnam it is now incumbent upon all those who have taken that view to make a 
maximum effort to ensure that their advice has substance in it we have our own reasons to believe that our 
action is a constructive step will open the way to serious talks and will not endanger our own and allied 
forces in the field but we should also be interested in what others may do to insist upon actions by Hanoi 
they will move us toward peace peace can come to Southeast Asia when Hanoi stops using its armed forces 
to impose a political solution upon South Vietnam and Laos Hanoi and it's subordinate getting direct 
assistance to the red Camaro who are causing trouble for the people in government of Cambodia and when 
Hanoi stops training guerrillas and sending arms into the northern and northeast thailand i call to your 
attention the caution expressed by the president about the future these has not come to Southeast Asia 
there are hard days ahead both of the negotiating table and on the field of battle the decision of last evening 
is not the end of a struggle it is the opening of a new chapter in which fresh opportunities are present

louis harris due out tomorrow shows Hubert Humphrey slightly in the lead it gives him 43% to Nixon's 40 and 
Wallace is 13 this poll was made later than those put out last night and this morning in all of those Humphrey 
was shown to be gaining on Nixon as he has been shown to be gaining for about three weeks but this one 
the latest one is the first to show Humphrey ahead his lead is so small however that nothing solid can be 
deduced from it except that perhaps the election will be closer than it appeared a month ago it would be if 
these polls turn out to be accurate it'll mean that after the Chicago Convention Humphrey started out far 
behind and then as the campaign progressed Wallace began to 
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campaign progressed Wallace began to fade Humphrey began to gain rapidly catching up with Nixon or 
coming somewhere close as it stands now on the basis of these polls tomorrow's election is too close for 
anyone to predict contributing editor John Chancellor has some further details until this afternoon the figures 
gathered by the Harris Poll tallied almost exactly with those tabulated late last week by the Gallup 
Organization the Gallup figures now give Nixon 42% Humphrey 40% Wallace 14% Humphrey took the lead 
in the Harris Poll because the Harris pollsters worked over the weekend when they discovered a 
breakthrough for Humphrey on Friday and Saturday Harris interviewers turned in figures that put Nixon two 
points ahead of Humphrey but from about four o'clock Saturday afternoon until late Sunday there was a 
considerable shift which according to Harris's latest figures put Humphrey ahead by three points according to 
information gathered from various sources Humphrey is being helped now by women who are glad to see 
the bombing halted in North Vietnam and by people who are leaving George Wallace because they don't 
trust Wallace or Nixon on the Law & Order issue also it is necessary to remember the error factor the margin 
of error in all national polls three or four percent Humphrey and Nixon are both tallied it's somewhere around 
40% in the two national polls one ahead in the Gallup poll the other head in the Harris Poll but the three or 


four percent error factor means that one candidate could end up way down or the other way up we just can't 
say in addition these figures indicate the popular vote how many people vote for which man they do not 
indicate what the electoral vote will be so what we have is simply the indication as they say in politics that it's

Humphrey is not here after flying all night back from Los 
Angeles he voted and now is that his home in Waverly Minnesota that's about an hour from here you'll go to 
dinner with friends on the shores of Lake Minnetonka and then he'll come to the hotel and in a suite on the 
fourteenth floor you will watch the results as mr. Humphrey and his aides watch the results New York will be 
a particular concern one of the first early big ones and they have felt long along that if they did not win New 
York they probably could not win the election as the momentum of this campaign has grown over the past 
few weeks so is the confidence but it should be said that they are probably more confident of a popular vote 
victory than an electoral vote victory so really they can't be sure what kind of party this is going to be tonight 
Jack Bergin's NBC News at Humphrey headquarters in Minneapolis Minnesota here in Montgomery seats 
about 12,000 people and about 12,000 people all of them fervent wallis supporters will be here later tonight 
watching the election results and praying for the upset of upsets George Wallace will be here too later tonight 
Wallace left Montgomery this morning in road 80 miles to his hometown of Clayton to vote and a big group of 
friends and neighbors and relatives were there to greet him after he voted Wallace had lunch with his 
grandmother then rode back here to Montgomery and now George Wallace is waiting waiting to see what 
happens at a motel just across the street some of his campaign workers have put 10 cases of champagne on 
ice just in case it probably won't go to waste because Wallace doesn't really need to win the

ends in a three-way deadlock if he shows substantial strength outside the south so far as Wallace is 
concerned any of these things would prove his case and be a victory of sorts Douglas Kiker NBC News at 
the Wallace LeMay headquarters in Montgomery Alabama here is the latest cog in a popular vote for 
president one percent of the vote is in Nixon leading with 44 percent at the moment Humphrey with 37 
percent Wallace with 19% certainly inconclusive but perhaps indicative of a trend now state-by-state in New 
Hampshire 1% of the vote is in inconclusive but Nixon leading healthily in Kentucky 43% of the vote is in and 
by projection Nixon has won the state of Kentucky with 43% of the vote Tennessee 16% of the vote is in 
Nixon leading with 43% and Wallace in second place Humphrey trailing in third most of these returns are 
from the eastern part of the state the city of Memphis for example has yet to be heard from Alabama 1% of 
the vote is in entirely inconclusive but there Wallace is leading with 81% and in Kansas 3% of the vote is in 
Nixon leading Humphrey in second place entirely inconclusive David soon the figures will be pouring in here 
an enormous quantities in a big tabulator you've been seeing the one with the total national vote on it will 
change automatically every 60 seconds from now until sometime tomorrow perhaps and by then the total 
figure should be somewhere above 70 million votes and then we will know which of the experts oddsmakers 
prognosticators pollsters and others have been right if any those who have been right will accept the 
congratulations and those who are wrong will make excuses but that is the peril 
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will make excuses but that is the peril or the price for trying to say in advance what 75 million people will do 
it's been one of the roughest roughest and unhappiest political years in American history in the next few 
hours so for as long as it takes we'll see how it all turned out gent will return in just a few minutes to continue

Wallace was 45 David as it turned out in the late tired hours of last night or the early tired hours of this 
morning Richard Nixon won the election this time we're eight years ago he lost it in Illinois it was so close it 
took forever but he won it and in winning that he won the presidency it was again one of the closest elections 
in American history closer even than when Nixon lost to Kennedy eight years ago his lead over Humphrey in 
the popular 
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his lead over Humphrey in the popular vote is still only about 25,000 votes or about 1/5 of a vote per precinct 
there are states where we still don't know even now for certain who won but whichever way these states go 
now they can't change the outcome here for the figures up to this minute are some of the big important states 
that kept Nixon Humphrey and the country waiting all night to see what happened beginning with New York 
there's the result Humphrey won in Michigan Humphrey wanted in Ohio Nixon California Nixon won it but 
barely taxes still not sure in Texas and Missouri they're still not sure it's too close Pennsylvania went to 
Humphrey took a long time to decide it but it went and Illinois for Nixon and that did it the hunt they think the 
report is produced by NBC News and brought to you in color Richard Nixon watched election returns from a 
suite in a New York hotel key campaign aides were with him he watched until assured he had one slept

reporting slightly the late humphrey surge i will agree that his three to five million vote victory prediction was 
within the margin of error and those around him knew that in defeat it was perhaps the only clear winner to 
emerge from the election in eight short weeks he become a respected national figure and one of the 
Democratic Party's greatest assets somehow he'd caught on with the American people polls showed that he

NBC News correspondent Richard valeriani the president-elect disclosed his arrangement with mr. Johnson 
as he named veteran diplomatic troubleshooter Robert Murphy to be his personal representative for 
consultations with the current administration mr. Nixon said he felt the 74 year-old Murphy should stay in 
Washington to keep abreast of the Vietnam peace talks rather than going to Paris at least for now then the 
president-elect discussed the nature of his arrangement with mr. Johnson in order to make this a viable 
arrangement it is of course necessary that there be the prior consultation on such policy decisions and that 
the president-elect not only be informed but that he be consulted and that he agreed that the polyp the 
course of action and ambassador Murphy will be my representative in conducting those discussions that the

Johnson is keenly aware of the fact that it would be very difficult for him to make any kind of an agreement 
on a major policy matter unless he could give assurance to the parties on the other side that it would be 
implemented by and respected by the next president that's nothing nothing of that sort no as | have 
emphasized time and again | don't think this country now can afford | don't think the cause of world peace 
can afford a period of 60 days in which everybody is waiting for the next president and I'm simply trying to set 
up a procedure whereby the parties on the other side cannot have and will not have an excuse that they 
must wait for the next president before dealing with matters that on which progress could be made by the 
president president mr. Nixon apparently over spoke himself when he suggested at first that no major foreign 
policy decision would be taken without his agreement the White House said later it was mr. Johnson's intent 
to inform and consult with the president-elect but to seek mr. Nixon's approval would dilute his constitutional 
authority a Nixon spokesman endorsed that view despite today's semantic confusion that appears the 
current and future presidents do intend to speak with one voice on foreign policy until January 20th Richard 
valeriani NBC News in New York just after the election there was some talk the inauguration of Richard 
Nixon might eliminate the frills and ceremonies and perhaps even eliminate the parade but it was only talk all 
the ceremonies including the parade will be held as usual because it

inaugurated and the platform on the Capitol steps here the same one they have been using since Harding

Haldeman has already been named to head the White House staff and operations and Robert Finch the 
Lieutenant Governor of California is a strong candidate to head either the Department of Health Education 
and welfare or Housing and Urban Development before he leaves his present job however Finch is trying to 
make sure that Governor Reagan appoints an acceptable successor so far no agreement meanwhile the 
Nixon team plans what we're doing at this point is what you have to do it and starting up in any Enterprise 
you have to lay the foundation that the broad groundwork of people and plans as to how you're going to 
implement those plans part of that of course depends on the on the people with that you bring in and the way 
that you get started so our effort at this point in time is is laying the best possible foundation rather than than 
trying to create a barrage of front level activity president-elect says he will not start announcing his cabinet 
an agency appointment for at least another couple of weeks he's being very careful about them because he 
believes that in the past even in the Eisenhower administration in which he served some appointments 
turned out badly because they were made too quickly there wasn't enough thought enough study given to 
them a president-elect also wants to make sure he gets off to a good start feeling that his first appointments

emphasis on I'm charged directly by the president to emphasize to every department of government and 
more facts should be available but this kind of emphasis we feel that we'll be able to eliminate any possibility 
of a credibility gap in this administration mr. Nixon feels that it will restore to a great deal confidence in 
government he 
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a great deal confidence in government he feels that the way to get at the program of building confidence 
among the people is through this type of a program and this will be my entire effort well solve you
